Fiv e years ago next December, Chiang Kai- 
shek and his loyalists fled to Formosa from 
the Chinese mainland. China’s “ civ il w ar” im­ 
m ediately gav e way through the magic of 
words to China’s “conquest” by the Commu­ 
nist conspiracy. 


Ev ery soldier who fled to Formosa 
with 
Chiang is fiv e years older than he was in 19 43. 
JSome hav e died. It is reasonable to suppose that 
some hav e lost interest in the prospect of re­ 
turning« to the mainland to fight men, do lose 
interest in fighting as they grow older. 


* But the significance of the report that Wash­ 
ington has adv ised Chiang to lake it easy with 
jany plans he may hav e to spark off a m ajor 
action looking toward the return of his regime 
to power on the mainland is the rem inder that 
inv asio n could happen. It is a reminder that 
gptltss it did happen there would be no justifi­ 
catio n for supporting the Nationalists. And it 
hlso is a rem inder that if the Chinese Com­ 
m unists did not believ e it might happen there 
pv ould be no reason for their stout defense of all 
th e approaches to the mainland facing Formosa, 
f The magic of words has m ade military activ ­ 
ity between the Communists and Nationalists 
$ound like a Communist threat to inv ade For­ 
mosa. It may v ery well be just that. But it may 
Just as well be a Nationalist threat to inv ade 
the mainland; that would make m ore sense. It 
would make sense, too, if Washington were .o 
hope, for the official records, that the Na­ 
tionalists wouldn’t start anything they couldn’t 
finish.

It is tempting to rev iv e that closing line of 
the old-time trav elog spieler and murmur, 
“ And so we say farewell to Trieste . . 


But it also is tempting to doubt that the agree­ 
m ent between Italy and Yugoslav ia to end the 
dispute ov er Trieste can heal ov er by a stroke 
of the pen what has been inflamed most recent­ 
ly by more than a decade of intensiv e bicker­ 
ing. It had become one of the most poten- 
t.ally dangerous disputes in the world, not so 
much because of the tiny territo ry and the rela­ 
tiv ely few inhabitants inv olv ed in it but be­ 
cause it brought to a focus the forces striv ing 
for adv antage in southeastern Europe. 


Ev en more than that, it brought to a focus 
the tension that has existed for centuries in a 
port area that would hav e to be listed among 
the 50 most important in the world because of 
its strategic location at the top of the Adriatic 
Sea. 


The United States had a military commitment 
in Trieste that presumably will be wiped out by 
the new agreem ent But perhaps it would be 
v iser for Americans to think of their commit­ 
ment in this distant part of the world as hav ing 
been temporarily eased, pending some future 
flare-up of international friction. Perhaps it 
would be wiser if Americans quit thinking that 
problems which hav e gone unsolv ed for centui> 
ies can be solv ed by the stroke of a pen.

Cure For Hardened Arteries Not Yet Found 


Unlimited Opportunity For Women

What happens in hardening of the 
arteries? There is a slow deposit j 
of calcium salts in the walls of 
the arteries 
which 
carry 
blood 
from the heart to all parts of the 
body. This is often preceded by 
deposits of a fat-related substance 
known as cholesterol. It should be 
emphasized that this is a slow pro­ 
cess; there is always more calcium 
in the walls of the arteries of a 
person ov er 40 than in those of a 
child. 
In other words, arteriosclerosis 
is a part of normal aging, but it 
progresses faster in some people 
than in others, and in some arter­ 
ies than in others. Just why tins 
v ariation in the dev elopment of 
hardening of the arteries should 
occur, no one knows. It is probable 
that a family of hereditary ten­ 
dency is one element inv olv ed. For 
example, there are som families 
in which most of th m em bers d- 
v elop arteriosclerosis at about the 
same age and in the same arter­ 
ies. such as those supplying the 
heart, the legs, or the brain. 
The symptoms fro m hardening o f 
the arteries depend on w-hat ar­ 
teries are affected and how badly 
they hav e become hardened and 
thickned. The hardened artries in 
general are lss lastic than nor­ 
mal ones, and unable to carry as 
much blood, thus interfering with 
the amount of blood which the tis­ 
sues receiv e. 
If the arteries in the legs are in- 
v olv d, for exampe, there may be 
cold feet, bluish spots on the legs, 
or in the most sev ere cases gan­ 
grene o r death o f the tissues of 


a toe or ev en the entire foot. When 
the blood v essels to the heart are 
inv olv ed there is frequently pain 
around that organ from climbing 
stairs or other exertion. This is 
called angina pectoris. 
Arterio sclero sis is no t an easy 
thing to discuss because so little 
is kno wn about its prev ention or 
treatm ent. It is still one of the 
great unsolv ed problems of medi- 
! cine which those who hav e it must 
1 learn to liv e with, and on which 
study, effort and money will hav e 
to be expended for a long time 
to come.

WILLOUGHBY answers: “ A se­ 
cret agency in Korea, sent there 
from M acArthur’s headquarters in 
Tokyo, filed 1,19 5 consecutiv e re­ 
ports in the period from June 19 49 
to June 19 50. In the critical s i x 
months immediately before the out­ 
break of the war, 417 special re­ 
ports were filed. Tokyo headuuar- 
ters held receipts indicating their 
arriv al in Washington. This total 
represents an av erage of one hun­ 
dred reports per month, or three 
reports ev ery single day for an 
entire year. All of them were of 
increasing urgency and cov ered 
ev ery facet of the North Korean

threat,
